T am a stranger in a strange land, and 
therefore have but little communica- 
tion with my fellow men. 
Besides, 


this Is resting time here anyhow, 
and 


only the "can'Vget-aways" 
are loung- 


ing about town. But we have a cheap- 
er way ofenjoying vacation 
than the 


rest of humanity. 
The 
nabob 
and 


poorest artisan may indulge in italike. 
We go to the mountain 
or the sea- 


shore and live under a tent in true pic- 
nic style, and the beach is now lined 
for miles with little canvas 
habita- 


tions and bath-houses, 
while high up 


in the cafions may be seen tented 
vil- 
lages. 
As no rain falls, all that 
is 


needed is a protection from the noon- 
day sun. 
Indeed 
man 
requires 
no 


habitation here for ten months in the 
year, and many 
of the settlers 
pass 


the first season with their families un- 
der a live oak 
tree. 
Even 
this 
pro- 


tection is only wanted at mid-day, for 
one in the last stages of consumption 
may with impunity sleep week after 
week on the bare ground in the open 
plain. 
A frying pun and kettle 
and 


two dollars 
and 
fifty cents worth of 


provisions are all that is necessary for 
a month'Bcampaign in the mountains. 
Breadstuffs 
and 
vegetables 
are very 


cheap, and an indifferent marksman 
can bring iv every 
day 
more 
game 


than a party of twenty-five can 
con- 


sume. 
Quails and rabbits are 
a curse 


to the country, and 
may be counted 


by millions. 


I took dinner with Gen. Stoneman 


the other day at h's ranehe, 
and find 


him a plain, practiclefarmer, 
aud, so 


contented with vine and fruit-growing 
that Iverily believe that 
he 
has 
for- 


gotten all about 
battles 
and sieges. 


He says Los Angeles is the finest spot 
in California. 
California the finest 


spot iv the 
United 
states, 
and 
the 


United States the finest country in the 
world. 


But, deur Pic, believe 
me when I 


say it is a hard working country. 
An 


idler cannot 
prosper here. 
It is an 
agricultural and horticultural country 
and I would not 
advise 
any one 
to 


come to it wno is not both able and 
willing to take offhis coat and go to 
hard 
labor. 
"Quill 
drivers" 
and 


"counter jumpers" are not wanted and 
had better remain iv the States. 
There 


is a superabundance 
of brains, and we 
need capital 
and 
muscle. 
Labor 
is 


honorable throughout, aud 
a 
carpen- 


ter or a teamster is as good as a Sen- 
ator. 
The intensely Democratic char- 
acter of the people astonishes 
the new 


comer, particularly 
if he come 
from 


the South, though half the population 
hail from the old slave 
States. 
Tem- 


ple, the leading 
banker 
here, 
drives 


into town in a plain open wagon, from 
hisranche, 
and would be taken for a 


small farmer. 
Downey, ex-Governor 
of the 
State 
and 
President 
of the 


Farmer's and Mechanics' Bank, is as 
unostentatious 
and simple in his man- 


ners aud dress as the poorest 
citizen. 


A sunburnt face and a hard 
hand are 


honored in this community. 
Brains 


and enterprise are joined with a stout 
arm 
and 
a bold 
heart. 
If all the 


Southerners iv California 
would go 


back home and teach the 
people how 


to work and make 
money, your 
sec- 
tion would prosper and return 
to its 


ancient wealth. 
I see 
men making 


more on 
ten 
acres 
of land in this 


country than your sugar 
and 
cotton 


planter 
make on a hundred, and this 


uecause 
of diversified industry. 


The Blue Urass 
girls of Kentucky 


and the bells of Baltimore willhave to 
look to their laurels.

California 


lasses will beat them all. 
I have seen 


more perfectly beautiful

Angeles than it has been my good for- 
tune to gaze upon.

er value than all the gold ever col- 
lected in California.

mile ofthem there 
is the 
material to 


grow millions of tons of wine. 
While 


other countries see 
their soil washing 


from the barren clay, and sterility is 
slowly sapping the strength of the na- 
tion, while millions of human 
beings 


mourn because 
they 
have no 
spot of 


earth to bequeath 
to their children 


that willreturn a reward for labor, the 
sentinels 
of 
everlasting 
prosperity 


range 
themselves 
in 
serried 
ranks 


along these shores to guard our happi- 
ness for untold ages.

on this coast. 
The pure air ofthe vast 


ocean wafts no poisonous 
exhalations 


on its wings; no miasmas from swarm- 
ing cities, decaying forests 
or reeking 


morasses 
fly upon 
the breeze. 
The 


porous soil of the 
ooast with 
its per- 


fect drainage can breed 
no pestilence. 


But with man comes the 
elements of 


disease. 
Each vineyard and 
orchard 


detracts from the hygienic condition 
of the country. 
Each town 
and city 


accumulates 
filth that poisens the air. 


The human race collectively 
is less 


inclined to protection 
against 
disease 


than the lower orders of animals. 
In 


fact, it is only in very modern 
times 


that science has taken steps 
towards 


protecting 
the health 
of cities. 
Hy- 


gienic 
laws 
are 
but 
imperfectly 


understood 
at the present 
day, even 


in enlightened countries. 
The fright- 


ful mortility of cities 
indicates 
the 


carelessness 
of 
government 
and the 


disregard of human life. 
The law at- 


tempts to protect the 
body 
of man 


from the dagger of the assassin 
and 


bullet of the enemy, 
but little effort 


is made to ward off the attacks of dis- 
ease, 
and 
the 
mournful 
procession 


winds 
toward 
the 
graveyard 
from 


morning till night bearing 
the 
vic- 


tims of carelessness 
and 
misgovern- 


ment. 
Pestilence walks 
through the 


city slaying by night and 
by day, till 


the living are unable to bury the dead. 
The air loaded 
with 
poison 
accom- 


plishes 
destruction 
more 
complete 


and wide spread than war. 


The origin of that 
dread enemy 
of 


the human race that marches 
silently 


around the world laying millions in 
the tomb and paling 
the 
horrors 
ot 


war before its irresistable 
and fearful 


onslaught, 
disolating hill and 
valley, 


slaying 
upon 
the sea 
and 
upon the 


land, dealing death 
to all 
classes and 


to all nations with dreadful Impartial- 
ity, shrouding 
whole 
continents 
in 


gloom?the 
Asiatic cholera?is 
now 


known to originate from 
utter 
care- 


lessness. 
The |people of India assem- 


ble In vast bodies at their annual feasts 
From 
whole 
provinces 
the natives 


flock into small towns 
to 
perform re- 


ligious rites. 
They 
are 
crowded 
to« 


gether 
in ill ventilated 
rooms 
and 


provided with foul food. 
Their filth 


is scattered 
over the earth. 
Soon the 


cholera breaks out, 
and 
the 
vast as- 


sembly scatter 
and 
carry with them 


the pestilence, and it commences 
its 


dreadful 
march. 
The 
bodies of the 


dead add 
intensity 
to the poison 
of 


the atmosphere, 
and the whole earth 


is made to mourn for the folly of these 
ignorant worshipers. 


If we have 
no regard 
for hygienic 


laws in Los 
Angeles the 
fate of the 


slothful and 
the uncleanly 
will be 


ours. 
If we rely upon the healthful- 


nessof our climate, and take no steps 
to prevent the accumulation 
of filth, 


disease will soon make its appearauce 
and 
pestilence 
stalk 
through 
our 


streets. 
Slowly will the 
curse 
accu- 


mulate, and the wisest 
may not 
sus- 


pect its presence 
till the final hour 


when the chariot of death is heard rat 
tling over our thoroughfares, 
and too 


late will we have discovered our error. 
Los Angeles is growing rapidly. 
Al- 


ready 
15,000 to 20,000 
inhabitants 
are 


crowded together in the area formerly 
occupied by one fifth their number. 
It is manifest thesauitary regulations 
which afford ample security but a few 
years ago are inadequate 
now. 
On all 


sides are evidences 
of uucleanliness, 


and the foul 
odors 
which 
greet 
the 


nostril here and 
there, 
indicate 
the 


presence of disease 
germs. 
Let our 


officials bestow some attention 
to this 


subject, and see that the sanitary 
of» 


fleers are not remiss 
in the duty of en- 


forcing the ordinances for the preser- 
vation ofthe health of the community.

Small Change. 
We believe that all thoughtful per­ 
sons will agree with us that no small 
change is needed in this community; 
and when we say that, we wish it dis­ 
tinctly understood that we mean that 
a great deal of small change is needed. 
We wish to be clearly put on the rec­ 
ord as desiring sucha change in our 
midst as will increase our stock of 
change; and while ringiug the changes 
on the subject, we will further say 
that it is our caudid opinion that the 
smaller the change introduced into 
the community the grealer the change 
will be. This will become apparent 
on reflection, being merely the intro­ 
duction of the nimble sixpence iu 
place of the slow shilling, as advised 
by no less a personage than old Ben. 
Franklin. Ben’s head was level wheu 
he gave the preference to the agile 
specimen of small change, and his 
wise saying has not lost either its wis­ 
dom or its applicability during tha 
many years since it was uttered. It 
might seem at the first glance that a 
nimble sixpence, or a nimble penny, 
like a nimble flea, would be hard to 
catch, and would therefore be more 
difficult to get hold of than the slow 
shilling, or bed bug, or whatever else 
you choose to call it. But such is by 
no means the fact, as is proven in the 
case of the flea, as aforesaid. Every­ 
body concedes the nimbieness of the 
“wicked flea,” even when no man 
pursueth; but nobody will deny that 
they are not more frequently caught 
than some slower insects. To be sure 
there’s a good deal of scratching done 
betore one meets his fate; but that, on­ 
ly serves to stir up one’s spirit and en­ 
liven the chase. It likewise applies 
to the agile sixpence, that some 
scratching around is necessary before 
you can get hold of one; but that is 
rather an advantage than otherwise, 
because during the pursuit of one—be 
it a flea or a sixpence—you come 
across half a dozen more, perhaps, that 
you knew not of, and take them in, 
pair passu, as the Star puts it. Real­ 
ly, we didn’t know until we begun, 
what a remarkable similarity there 
was between the sixpence and the flea. 
If we only had as many of the one as 
we have of the other, what a prosper­ 
ous community this would be. That 
is merely en passant, however, as the 
Express would kay, if it knew any 
French, which it don’t. And we must 
not neglect to coutinue the compari­ 
son alluded to, for it enables us to in­ 
troduce a celebrated specimen of the 
tribe, which has been so often alluded 
to as to have become classic, or at least 
historical—the Irishman’s flea. You 
m iy jourself have encountered him, 
or at least his prototype. You feel 
him creeping slyly up your left shin, 
perhaps; you elevate yonr foot slowly 
upon a chair; you draw up your trow- 
ser leg gently; you catch sight of him; 
you put your finger on him—get him 
in yourpossiou, so to speak; and yet— 
and yet, when you go to mash him, 
lo! he aint there; he’s missing; in 
short, he’s mizzled—gone to make 
some other fellow itch to get hold of 
him. And so it is with the sixpence. 
You put your finger on it, and fora 
few ffeet'ng moments claim it as your 
own; but the very first thing you 
know, it’s off, and fooling around some 
other fellow’s breeches pocket. Now 
it Is just this* circulating peculiarity 
of the small coin that gives it such a 
value to a community; and if we may 
be allowed to introduce a sensible 
word among so much nonsense, it is 
of such great value as to be really es­ 
sential to great and continued-prosper- 
ity. Now, honestly, wouldn’t it be 
lively times if sixpences were as plen­ 
ty on our streets as—say fleas. And 
wouldn’t there be some tail scratch­ 
ing around among the boys to get hold 
of some of ’em? And wouldn’t a few 
get away again after they were caught 
and i’ali into other fellow’s hands. 
A nd wouldn’t we give two of them 
for bit cigar more cheerfully than we 
now give fifteen cents? Of course we 
would, and therefore we say let’s have 
the sixpences; or, better still, since it 
is a legitimate piece of U. 8. currency 
—the pennies—and then we’ll pay on­ 


ly the exact price for what we buy; 
and we’ll save a little, and we’ll buy 
oftener, perhaps, aud we’ll keep ’em 
moving right along, and we’ll all feel 
better, and be more prosperous, and 
go to bed with the pleasing conscious­ 
ness that we liavo neither paid out 
more money than our purchases were 
worth, nor received consideration for 
which we have given no value; and 
that’s business, you bet. 
J eems. 
Connecting the Oceans. 
The greatest barrier to navigation 
from one side of the globe to the other 
is the long and rugged isthmus which 
connects North and South America. 
This can be spanned by railroads with­ 
out any* vast difficulty, but the barrier 
then would only be reduced, not re­ 
moved. If it oomes within the power 
of the engineer to cut through that 
bar in the pathway of commerce, and 
allow vessels to pass without discharg­ 
ing their freight, such an achieve­ 
ment would eclipse iu grandeur any­ 
thing that has been done even in this 
age of wondrous mechanical exploits. 
Two surveys have been going on dur­ 
ing the past year to ascertain the fea­ 
sibility of this undertaking—one at 
Darien and one at Tehuuntepec. The 
report of the chief engineer of the Te- 
hauntepec expedition is accompanied 
by twenty maps and profiles, and 
many calculations intended to show 
that a ship canal across that isthmus, 
is not ouly practicable, but that the 
obstacles in its way are of the most 
ordinary character. 
A canal can 
start, he says, at the head-waters of 
ship navigation on the Coatzaeoalcos 
river, follow the valley of its chief 
boundary and the dividing ridge of 
Tarifa, and thence descend through 
the pass of Tarifa and cross the plains 
to Salina Cruz, on the Pacific. The 
whole distance would be 172 miles, in 
the course of which 732 feet of eleva­ 
tion would have to be overcome by 
locks. 
Commander Selfridge, at Darien, 
has also found a pathway for naviga­ 
tion from sea to sea. He would as­ 
cend the Atrato river from the Gulf of 
Darien to the mouth of the Mapipi, 
150 miles. The Atrato is navigable 
all this distance for vessels of the 
largest size, so that a canal is neces­ 
sary for only thirty-two miles, from 
the mouth of the Mapipi to Cupice 
Bay, on the Pacific side. 
Twenty- 
three miles of this space is a flat 
plain, with a riso of only ninety feet, 
and no difficulties to overcome. All 
so far Is common-piace, and there is 
nothing to excite the determination 
and pluck of a Yankee, but the rest of 
the way presents something worthy 
of his attention. The proposed canal 
is suddenly stopped by a beetling 
ridge of hills 600 feet high, aud in or­ 
der to reach the ocean it must be sev­ 
ered. For three miles there must be 
a cut 125 feet deep, aud the remaining 
five miles of rock must be tunnelled. 
Here is something worth while, but 
after Mont Cenis and the Hoosac bore 
it is not enough to intimidate Ameri­ 
can enterprise and daring. 
S ix ty - T h re e J a n u a ry s . — The 
New Bedford (Mass.) Mercury pub­ 
lishes a table showing the mean, and 
maximum, and minimum tempera­ 
tures of the month of January from 
1813 to 1875 inclusive, as observed by 
Samuel Rodman, of that city. From 
this table it appears that the average 
of mean observations of January for 
the past sixty-three years is a little 
less than 28.4°, which is 6.8° higher 
than the meau of the January last 
past, which was 21.6°. The lowest 
mean was that of 1870, 18.6°., and the 
highest was that of 1863, 35.5°; the 
difference or range being 16.9°. There 
have been four colder Januaries than 
that of the present year, these being 
that of 1840, 21.5°; that of 1844,21.4°; 
that of 1856, 21°; that of 1857, 18.6°. 
The minimum of January, for the 
whole term of sixty-three years was, 
in 1859, 12J° the maximum in 1833, 
64°; the difference or range being 77 J° 
The greatest range of temperature in 
January of any one year was that of 
1859, 63£°; and the least range that 
of 1820, 28°. The mean of observation 
for the first nine days of February, 
1875, was 18.11°. 
The mean of Feb. 
9 was a small fraction (17-100) of a de­ 
gree below zero.
